other property of the Grama Sabha caused by neglect 
or misconduct. The Auditor shall also report on any 
other matter which the Board of Revenue or the 
District Magistrate may require in respect of any 
specific Grama Panchayat.

HEREAS it is expedient, to establish and: develop Local

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CHAPTER IV 
PowERS, DUTIES AND FUNCTIONS OF GRAMA PANCHAYAT

(f) removal of encroachments on publio streets, public 
places and property vested in Grama Panchayat; 


(g) protection of property vested in the Grama Panchayat ; 


(A) regulation of melas, markets, hats and cart stands 
imocluding stands for carriages or motor vehicles within the 
meaning of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 and animals within Act IV of 
its area, except those managed by the Provincial Government 1939 
and without prejudice to the provisions of any other enactments 
for the timo being in force ; establishment and maintenance of 
markets ; 


(¢) primary schools for boys and girls, spread of educa- 
tion ; 

(7) establishment, management and care of common 
grazing grounds and lend for the common benefit of the village 


people, regulation and management of places for the disposal of 
the dead ; 


(£) construction and repair and maintenance of public 
wells, tanks and ponds for the supply of water for drinking, 
washing and bathing purposes and regulation of sources of 
water-supply for drinking purposes and storage of water 
supplied for drinking purposes ; 


(2) the construction and maintenance of 10ads, culverts, 
bridges and drainage, the disposal of drain water and sullage 
and maintenance of existing village rest-sheds ; 


(m) regulating the construction of new buildings and 
the extension of the existing buildings ; 


(n) the administration of civil and criminal justice and 
the election of Panobes on the panel of Adalti Panchayat 
according to the provisions of the Act and rules made 
thereundor ; 
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(0) the maintenance of records relating to cattle census, 
population census and other statistics as may be prescribed ; 


(p) fulfilling any other obligations imposed by law on a 
Grama Sabha ;

No. 4025-L.S.-G,—It is horeby publ:'shed for general information that the follow- 
ing Orissa Grama Panchayats Rulos, 1949 made under section 114 of the Orissa Grama 
Panchayats Act, 1948 (Orissa Act XV of 1943) and published with notification of 
the Government of Orissa in tho Health and Local Self-Government Department 
No. 1226-L.S.-G., dated the 25th February 1949 were laid bofore the Orissa Loegisla- 
tive Assembly for a total period of fourteen days in its ninth sesssion as required by 
sub-section (3) of tho said section 114 of the said Act and the Assembly did not make 
any modifications during the said period. 


THE ORISSA GRAMA PANSHAYATS RULES, 1949 


1. These rules may be called ¢‘ Nhe Orissa Grama Panchayats Rules, 1949 ° 


2. In these rules, unless thero is anything repugnant in the subjooct or context :—— 


(@) all words and phrases have tho meaning assigned to them by the Orissa 
Grama Panchayats Act, 1948 (Orissh Act XV of 1948), horeinafter referrod to as 
“ tho Act ”. 


(5) ¢ Local aroa ’ means the area within tho jurisdiction of a Grama Panchayat. 


(ec) ¢ El ‘otion Officer ? means the District Magistrate or any person, other than 
& police officer, whim the District Magistrate may appoint by general or special order 
(as he is hereby authorise. to do) to exercise all or any of the powers ar.d perform 
all or any of the duties of an Election Officer under these rules. 


ELECTION RULES 


Preparation of the register of population 


” 


3.’ The District Magistrate shall decide in what manner the local area shall be 
divided on population basis into electoral wards and the number of members to bc 
returned for cach of such wards : # 


Provided that where there aro schcedulcd castos or backward tribes residing 
within the local areca, the local area shail be so divided as to ensure their adequate 
representation, 


4. (1) The Election Officor shall cause to be prepared for eaoh local area, ward 
by ward a register of population. It shall be prepared in Oriya in form A appended 
to these rules.” It shall consist of two Parts, Part I shall contain the name of the 
villago and the names of all inhabitants of the looal area, familywise, with partiemlars 
in respect of age, caste and occupation. Part II of the register shall contain the 
names and particulars only of those adults who are ontitled to be members of the 
Grama Sabha under sections 5 and 6 of the Act. The census number appearing 
on the residential housos in the village and tho number to be given to any house 
which bears no suoh number sho.ll be entered in- both narts of the registor. 


(2) The register shall be revised every ycar. 


(3) The Grama Panchayat shall be responsible for the safe custody of the rogister 
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5. At least six woeks before tho date fixed for an clection & copy of Part II of 
the register arranged according to wards, shall bo published at & conspicuous place 
within tbe locol ara together with a notice sta‘ing tho dato by whi ‘h and the name 
of the ‘Election Officer to whom objections under rule 6 shall bo submitted. 


6. Any person whose name does not appear in tho register and who claims to be 
a member of the Grama Sabha and any person who considers that any name in the 
register ought to be included or omitted, may submit to the Election Officer an 
application to havo his name inserted in or the namo of another person omitted from 
the register. All such applications shall stat~ distinotly the grounds of the applica- 
tion and shall be made at last five weeks before the date fixed for tho clection. They 
shall be enquired into by the Election Officer on « date to be previously inti- 
mated to the persons concerned. Tho decision of the Election Officer shall be final. 


7. The register of members as amended after tho consideration of claims and 
objections under rule 6 shall bo the final register of members of the Grama Subha. 
.A copy of the final register shall be published at a conspicnous place within the 
local areca. I 


Candidates for election 


8. ‘Ihe Election Officor shall at least four weeks before the date fixed for tho 
election, issue notice calling for names of candidates for the Grima Panchayat, 
Adalti Panchayat, Surpanch and Naib Sarpanch. Sucb notice shall be publisned in 
every street within the ward nnd shall specify so. datc, time and plac. for submitting 
the names of candidates to the Election Officer. No candidate for the Grama 
Panchayat shall stand for election in a ward unless be is a resident therein. 


9. The Election Officer shall, at the appointed time, (late and place, receive 
nomination papers in form B and scrutinise them in the presence of the candidates, 
their proposcers and seconders and if ho finds tbat tho candidates are d ily qualified 
and they have beon duly nominated. he shall approve their candidature. The 
decision rejecting or acoepting their nomination papers shall bo endorsed on the 
nomination papers with reasons for decision which shall be final and shall not be 
called in question in any proceedings whatsoever. | 


10. (1) If the number of duly nominated candidates is less than that fixed for 
a ward, the Election Officer shall fix another date for nomination and eleotion for 
the vacant seat. 


(2) If atter the taking of a poll it has become necessary and before the poll 
is taken a candidate who has been duly nominate: dies, the Election Oificer shall 
upon being satisfied of the fact of the death of the candidate, countermand the poll ; 
and election proceedings shall be started afresh in all respects as if for u new 
election : : 


Provided that no fresh nomination shall bo necessary in the case of a condidate 
who stood nominated at the time of the countermauding the poll.

11, The Election Officer shall cause a list, showing tho names of candidates who 
are duly qualificd for the membership in the Crama Panchayat, Adalti Pancnayat 
and for the office of Sarpanch. and Naib Sarpanch to be published iw each ward 
in & conspicuous place at least one week befure the cate fixed for the clection. No 
candidato whoso name does not appear in the list shall be eligible for cluction. 


12. The election shall be held ou such date vr dates, at such time or timos and 
at such place or places witb? the local area as may bo fixed by the Election Officer. 
The place or places at which and tho hours between which the voters will attend for 
the purposo of giving their votes shall bo notified within the local ar:a at the same 
time as the list of candidates is published under rule 11. 
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13. The election for different wards in the local aren shall be held either in 
succession or simultaneously. The Election Officer or such other person or personS, 
not being themselves candidates, as may be deputed by the Election Officer with 
the approval of the District Magistrate for the purpose, shall preside at such elections 


14. If the number of candidates duly nominated is equal to or less than the 
namher of vacancies, the Eloction Officer shall declare such candidates to be duly 
elected for respective offices. If the number of duly nominated candidates exceeds 
the number of seat or seats and no withdrawals are ‘announced in writing within 
24 hours before tho Election Officer, a poll shall be taken. 


15. The proccediugs for the eloction of each ward shall commence by tho 
prosidiug officer explaining the nature and objects of the meeting to the assembled 


voters. He shall then read out the list of oandidates and state the number of 
vacancies for such ward. 


16. The presiding officer shall then proceed to take a poll secretly for cach candi- 
dute, recording the number of votos given for each candidate with his own hand. 


17. The votes of all duly registered voters who are present betwcen the hours 
mentioned in the notice within the building or enolosure in which the election is 
held shall be recorded. No voter shall be admitted within tho building or enclosure 
after the expiry of the period mentioned in the notice. 


18. No voter shall vote for more than one ward of the local arcs. 


19. Each voter shall he entitled to vote for as many can lidates as there +re 
vacancies but shall not give more than one vote for any candidate. 


20. All persons wishing to vote must be present at the election. No vote by 
proxy or in writing shall be received. 


21. No objection to a voter shall be entertained except on the ground that be is 
not the person under whose name as entered in the register, he claims the vote. 
Such objections shall be summarily decided by the Presiding Officer whose decision 
shall be final. The Presiding Officer shall select two respectable persons of the local 
area to assist him in identification of voters. 


22. When all the votes have been recorded under rule 17, the Presiding Officer 
shall then and there declare such candidates ns have the largest number of votes to 
he duly elected. In the case of an equal number of votes being recorded in favour of 
two or more candidates all of whom cannot be returned, selection shall be mnde from 
such candidates by lot, in such manner as the Presiding Officer may deem fit. The 
candidate thus selected shall be declared to be duly returned. 


23. If any candidate, having been duly elected undor rule 22 informs in writing 
the Lresiding Officer at the time of the declaration of the poll under rule 22 that he 
declines to take office, the unsuccessful candidate, if nny, who received the largest 
number of votes shall he declared to be duly elected. 


Miscellaneous 


24. Save as otherwise provided, all disputes arising under the preceding rnies 
shall be decided by the Subdivisional Magistrate whose decision shall bo final end 
cannct be called in question in any procceding whatsoevor. 


25. Excopt as provided by rnle 23 no election held under these rules shull bo 
invalidated on any ground whatever. 


26. The list of duly returned candidites shall be forwardel to the District 
Magistrate within a week after the election hy the officer presiding nt elections. 


27. All costs incurred .in the preparation of the register of population, the 


publication of noticos, the holding of election, or taking any other necessary action 
under these rules shall be payable from the Grama Fund. 
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28. The District Magistrate shall publish the names of persons elected ss momber 
of Grama Pnnchayat, Adalti Panchayat and as Sarpanch and Naib Sarpanch in tho 
Orissa Gazette and shall forward a copy of the notification to the Provincial Govern- 
ment, Registrar of Co-operative Societies, to the Chairman of the District Board and, 
to all me mbers of the Grama Panchayat, Adalti Panchaynot, Sarpanch and Nosib- 
Sarpanoh. 

29. Notwithstanding anything contained in theso rules, in case of any irregularity 
in the conduct of eloction or in the preparation or finalisation of the registor of 
population under these rules, the Provinciul Government may make such ordor 
consistont with the Act, as may appear to them to be just and proper. 


30. A servunt of any local body or a Government sorvant shall not by canvassing 
or othurwise interfere or in any way use his influonge in an eloction. A breach of this 
rule sh all render the person liable to dismissal. 


31. (1) No person— 


(a) shall alter or tamper with the rezister of members or its copy or other 
document ; or 


(5) shall obstruct or in any way interfere with any officer or servant appointed 
or employed for the purposes of these rules in the performance of his duties ; or 


(c) shall deface, injure, disturb or remyve any copy, notice or other documonts 
fixed up or otherwise published. under these rulos ; 


(@) boing required by these rules to do any act or take any proceeding shall 
noglect or refuse to do or take it. 


(2) A breach of this rule shall be punishable with tine, which may extend to ten 
rupees and when the breach is & continuing one with a further fine which may extend 
t0 one rupee for every day after the date of the first conviction during which the 
offender is proved to have persisted in the commission of the offence. 


Casual Vacancies 


32. In the case of & casual vacancy occurring on account of the removal, resigna- 
tion or de~th of a member of a Grama Panchayat, Panch of an Adalti Panchayat, 
Sarpanch or Naib Sarpanch, the Sarpanch or the Naib Sarpanch, as the case may 
be, shall forthwith report the fact to tho District wmlugistrate who shall fix a date 
as soon as Conveniently may be for holding & by-election to fill up the vacancy. 
The foregoing rules shall apply to such by-election but it shall not he necessary to 
republish the register of population, 


Qualification of Sarpanch, Naib-Sarpanch and Panch 


33. No person who is not an adult residing within the local aren and who is 
diequalified under section 6 of the Act shnll bo eligible to be elected as & Sarpanch, 
Naib Sarpanch or Panch. 


34. A candidate for oclection a: a Sarpanch or Naib-Sarpanch or Panch zshall 
poss-ss tho following additional qualifications :— 


(a) He sh:ull bo able to road and write Oriya or anv language spoken by the 
majority of the pcople of the local area as may be decided by the District Magistrate. 


(8) Hoe shall not be less than 25 years of ago. 


35. The Provincial Government may by notification romove any Sarpanch or 
Naib Sarpanch— 


If he is disqualifiod under soction 6 of the Act ; or 
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(5) if ho, in their opinion, willfully oimnits or refuses to carry out or disohuvs 
ho provisions of tho Act or any rules, bye-laws, regulations or lawful orders issued 
thereunder or abnses the powers vested in him ; or 


(c) if such removal is recommended by a resolution of the Grama Panchayat 
pissed at a special me :ting callod for tho purpose and supported’ by the votes of not 
less than two-thirds of tho sanctioned strength of the Grama Panchayat. 


36. Whon the Provincial Government propose to tako, action under sub-rule (b) 
of rnle 35 they shall give an opportunity to the Sarpanch or Naib Sarpanch conccrned 
for explanation and the motification issued under the said rule shall contain 

_ & statement of reasons for the action taken. 


37. The District Magistrate may by notification romove a Panch or a& Presidont 
of anAdalati Panchayat— 


(a) if ho is disqualified under section 6 of the Act ; or 


(0) if he in his opinion uwillfully omits or refuses to carry out or disoboys the 
provisions of tho Act or any rules, bye-laws, rogulations ov lawful orders issued 
thereunder or abuses tho powers vosted in him ; or : 


(c) if ho :,bsents himself without sufficient cause from three consecutive 
meetings of the Adalati Panchayat. 


38. Any porson removed from tho office of the Sarpanch or’ Naib-Sarapanch and 
Panch shall not he eligiblo for ocleoction to any of tho said offices for a period not 
exceeding throe ycars as may be specifiod by Government. 


39. At the annual general mecting of the Grama Sabha the Election Officer shall 
decide by lot as to which of the membors of the Grama Panohayat shall retire under 
clause (a) of sub-section (1) of section 17 of the Act. The election of an equal 
number of mombers shall take place forthwith in the presence of the Election Officer. 
Nomination of candidates shall be filed bcfore the Election Officer then and there as 
prescribed in rule 9. The Election Officer shall conduct the polling in the manner 
prescribed in rule 16. The retiring members shall not be debarred from re-election. 
Any dispute arising in the proceedings under the rule shall be decided hy the 
Electiun Officer whose decision shall be final. The Election Officer may postpone tho 
general meeting to the next day, if the business cannot be comploted the same day. 


RULES OF BUSINESS 
Meetings of Grama Sabha and Grama Panchayat 


40. The mestings of the Grama Sabha and Grama Panchayat shall be held av 
the Office of the Grama Panohayat or at such other place within the local area as the 
Sarpanch may from time to time determine. 


41. (1) The annual general and the half-ycarly general meetings of the Grama 
Sabha shall be held in the months of April and October respectively. 


(2) A meeting of the Grama Panchayat shall ordinarily be held once & month on 
a day to be fixed by the Grama Panchayat at a meeting : 


Provided that if for any reason it is deemed inconvenient to hold any such 
meeting on the day thus fixe i, the Sarpanch may fix another day for that particular 
meeting. 


42. (1) The Sarpanch may oall a special meeting of the Grama Panchayat at- any 
time and shall do.so on the requisition of one-third of the number of members of the 
Grama Panchayat. If the Sarpanch fails to eall a meeting within 30 days after 
receiving such ea requisition, the members who signed the requisition may call the 
meeting in the manner prescribed in rules 43 to 45. 


(2) The Registrar of Co-operative Societies may call & special meeting of the 
Grama Sabha in the manner presoribod in rules 43 to 45. 
; 
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Notices of meetings 


43. Ab least fifteen days’ notice of & meeting of the Ciramw Sabha ‘and at least 
seven days’ notice of meetings of Grama Panchayat shall be given to every member 


44. (1) Ihe notice of ths meeting of the Grama Sabha shall be piblished in the’ 
local nrca--- 


(¢) by affixing a notice at ono or more conspicuous places, and 
(0) by beat of drum. 


(2) The notice of tho meeting of the Grama Panchayat shall be served on cvery 
member. 


(3) Accidental failuro of service of notice on any member shall not invalidate the 
proceedings of any meeting. 


45. The notice shall set forth clearly and fully the business to be transacted at 
the meeting, but the Sarpauch may bring forward any motion or proposition not 
specified in the notico. 


Quorum and adjournment of proceedings at ineetings 


46. A quorum for the meoctings shall be one-third of tho total nu.nber of meinbers 
of the Grama Sabha and the Grama Panchayat. If at a meeting of the Grama Sabha 
or Grama Panchayut a quorum is not present, the Sarpanch shall adjourn the meeting 
until such other day as he thinks fit, of which not less than three days’ notice shall 
be given as prescribed in rule 44. At such adjourned meeting the inembers present, 
whatever their number may bo, shall form a quorum. 


47. The Sarpanch or, in his absence, the Naib-Sarpanch shall preside at every 
meeting of the Grama Sabha and Grama Panchayat and in the abscnco of hoth, the 
members shall choose some ove of their number fo presidc. 


48. At ordinary meetings of the Grama Panchayat the business shali be conducted 
in the following order :— 


(a) ‘Pho minutes of the last ordinary meeting and of any special meeting held 
since shall be read and if approved as oorreoctly cntored, shall be signed by the 
President of such meeting. 


(8) Business postponed from the last ordinary meeting shall be considered, 
(c) A progress report of works shall be laid before the members, 

(d) Accounts and statements shall be considered and passed, 

(e) Motions and amendments duly moved and seconded shall be discussed, 


(/) Any other businoss set forth in the notice given under rule £1 shall be 
considered. 


49. At a special meeting only the business for which the meetiny was called 
shall be considered. 


50. Notwithstanding anything contained in rules #5 and 48 it shall be competent 
for the Grama Panchayat at s meeting to transact any business other than that set 
forth in th e notice undor rule 45 if the majority of the mombers present agreo to 
do so. : 


51. A member of a Grama Panchayat who wishes to move a resolution or ask 
any question shall intimate his intention in writing to tho Sarpanch giving at least 
seven days, clear notice and such notice shall contain a copy of the resolution or 
questions : 


Provided that the Sarpanch may allow a resolution with shorter notico to be 
entered in the list of business. 
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52. No resolution or question shall however be admissible which does not compiy 
with tho following conditions, namoly :— 


(1) It shall be clearly and precisely expressed and shall raise « definite issue. 

(2) It shall not contain arguments, ironical expressions or defs matory 
statements, nor shall it refer to the conduct or character of ptbrsons except in their 
official or public capacity. 


53. The resolution or question shall be strictly confined to the administration of 
the Grama Panchayat. 


54. Every motion and amondment duly moved must be seconded and until 
secondod no debato thereon shall take place. 


55. Every motion or amendment duly made and seconded and pressed to a 
division shall be reduced to writing and signed by the proposer and seconder before 
being put to the vote Every such resolution or amendment shall be recorded in full 
in the proceedings, together with the number and names of voters for and against it. 


56. The President of the meeting may for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
entered in the minutes of the procoedings— 


(a) rule that a motion or amendment is illegal or cut of order ; and 


(8) make such alterations in & motion or amendment as shall in his opinion 
render it legal and in order ; 
and may in case of (a) refuse to put the motion or amendment to the meeting 
and in caso of (b) refuse to put the motion or amendment to the meeting unless and 
until the proposer and seconder accept and sign the alterations made, and tho 
decision of the President shall bc final. 


57. After & motion has been moved and soconded, an amendment may be moved 
at any stage of the debate thereon. 


58. Ou the discussion being concluded in the event of several amendments 
having been proposed, the President of the meeting shall put the amendments t0 
vote in the reverse of the order in which they were moved; and when tlic amend- 
ments have been disposed of, he shall put to vote the original motion, or the motion 
as amended, as the case may be. 

5§9..All quostions which may come before the meeting shall be deocidod by a2 
majority of votes. In case of equality of votes the President of the meeting shall 
have a second or casting vote. 

60, Voting by proxy is prohibited. No member shall vote upon any motion 
or amendment unless he be present in pesron at the time when it is put to vote. 


61. When any business of which notice has not been given is considored at & 
meeting, the decision recorded or resolution adopted at such meeting shall be of no 
effect unless and until it is confirmed at the next succeeding: ordinary meeting or a 
special meeting called expressly for the purpose. 

62, It shall be competent to any member to move the adjournment of the debatu 
or of the meeting. When such motion is seconded it shall be put to vote. No 
motion for adjournment shall be admissible which proposes an adjournment beyond 
the next ordinary meeting. 

63. The members shall be informed of the date of an adjourned meeting by a 
fresh notice. 

64, An adjourned meeting is not competent to transact any business save that 
whioh the original meeting left unfinished. 


65. Unless not less than two-thirds of the members consent by signing & 
requisition no subject once finally disposed of can be reconsidered within six months, 
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66. The business in the mectings shall be transacted and the minutes of procood- 
ings shall he recorded in Oriya or any language spoken bythe majority of tho people 
of the local area as may he decided by the District Mapgistrato. 


67. The minutes of procevdings shall be ontered in a book to he kopt for the 
purpose and shall be signed by the Prvsideont of the meeting and such book shall be 
open.to the inspection of the public. 


68. ‘The meeting of the Grama Panchayat shall be open to tbe public, but if the 
consconsus of opinion of the member is that tho public or any individual momber of 
«the public should not be prosent in the precints of the mecting, the President shall 
require tho public or the individual-momber of the public to withdraw. 


FORMATION OF COMMITTEES 
Standing Committees 


69. For the discharge of its administrative functions, a Grama Panchuyat may 
establish Committcos, viz, Finance Committee, Public Works Committee, Education 
Committee, Medical and Sanitary Committee or any other Committeo consisting of 
ordinarily fivo members—two from Grama Panchayat, two from Grama Sabha and 
one outsider who is specially fitted to advise the Committce. The membors of th: 
Committee shall hold office for ono year only and shall be eligible for reappointment. 


70. The Chairman of a Committee shall be appointod by the Grama Panchayat. 
If tho Chairman is not present in any meeting of the Committee the members presont 
shall elect one of their numbers to be the Chairman. 


A person may be & member of one or more of the Committces. 


71. The quorum of & meeting of a Committeo shall be threo membors, If a 
meeting is adjourned for want of quorum, the adjourned meeting shall not require 
‘a quorum. 


72. A Committee may co-opt one outsider who is specially fitted for the work of 
the Committee. 


73. Every question at a moeting of tho Committoe shall be determinod by 
majority of votes of the members present. In case of equal division of votes, the 
Chairman shall havo a second or casting voto. 

74. Tho Committee shall oxercise such powe.s as may be delegated to it by the 
Grama Panchayat and shall bs subjoct to the general control of the Grama 
Panchayat. 

75. If any member of a Committoe fails to attend three consecutive meotings of 
such Committee without sufficient causo, he shall thereby cease to be a member and 
the Grama Panchayat shell appoint another member in his place. 


76. Proceedings of each Committeo shall be read beforc a mecting of the Grama 
Panchayat which may revise any decision of & Committee as it deems fit, 


Joint Committees 


77. Two or more Grama Panchayats may with the approval of the Registrar of 
Co-operative Soeieties join in constituting a Joint Committec for any purpose in which 
they are jointly interested or for any matter for which they arc jointly responsiblo. 


78. A Joint Committee shall consist of equal number of members from cach 
Grama Panchayat. They may co-opt porsons who are residonts of the local area of 
the concernd Grama Panchayats and who in thoir opinion, possess special qualifica- 
tions for scrving on such Committes provided that the number of such persons shall 
not exceed one-third of the total number of members of the Joint Committee. 


70. The total number of members in & Joint Committe shall not exceed ter 
ir 
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80. The members of a Joint Committee shall be clectod by the respective Grams 
Panchayats. 

81. The Chairman of the Joint Committee shalt bo elocted by the members cons 
stituting am Joint Committee excluding tho co-opted members. The term of the 
office of the members shall ordinarily bo ono year. * 


82. Tho procedure rogurding the conduct of business of Joint Committses shall bo 
the samo as that prescribed {or standing Committoes. 


83, Tf thero is n vicaucy of membership in the Joint Committee, the concorned 
Gruma Panchayat shall elves another member of the Panchayat to fill in the vacancy, 


84. If there is any dispute regarding the election of a membur or Chairman of 
the Joint Committee the clecision of the Registrar of Co-operntive Socivties shal! 
be Gnal. 

ESTABLISHMENT RULES 
Appointment of Secretary and staff of the Grama Panchayat 


85. No person shall be appointed to be a Secretary of the Grama Panchayat 
except with the previous approval of the Re sistrar of Co-oporative Societies. 

86, No person whose age is below twenty-five years and who is uot an Oriya or 
domiciled in Orvissu wand has not passed the Micddlo School examination or any other 
examination of an equivalent standard shall be apjpointod to be the Secretary of the 

Grama Punchayat : 

Provided that nothing containe.l in this rule shall apply to the appointment uf 
& persou as Secretary of the Grama Panchayat by transfer from any service under 
any Local Authority in the Province, or from Governmont service. 

87. No person who has been dismissed from service of Government or Looal 
Authority or who is convicted of an offence involving moral turpitude shall be 
entertained on the staff of a Grama Panchayat except witi the previous sanction of 
Government. 

‘88. Before app)intme it, tio ceundidate selooted for the post of Sccretary shall 
produoe a certificate of age, health ancl vnecination from a medical officer or Heaiuls 
Officer ns the exvse may be. | 

89.. The conditions of service of the siatlf of the Grama Panchwyat shail bo the 
sume as those of Government servants of similar standing anc status in respect of 
leave, leavo allowa ice and travelling allowance. 

90. No cmployee of a Grama Panchsyynt shall bo robined in sorvice after he has 
attained tho age of 55 years without prior approval of the Rogistrar of Co-operative 
Societies. Rotention of an cemployve beyond tho age of 55 shall be on public 
grounds and on condition that the employee continues to be cfficient und medically 
found fit. Un'ess ciroumstances Are very special no emnloyee of a Grama Punchayat 
shall be retained in servic: after the age of 60. 

91. A Service Book and aw Character-Pol! shall be maintained for every porma- 
nent omployes in tho form prescribed for Government employees. The Secrotary 
shall be responsible for the correct and up-to-dats maintcnance of the Service Book. 
Tho Cnaracter-Rolls shall be in the custody of the Surpanch. fhe Socretary shall 
record an annual certificnte of verification in tho Service Books at the @nd of 
every financinl vear. 


Punishment 


92, Any employee of a Grama Panchayat who takes part in political propaganda 
or is convicted of a political offonco shall he disqualified for continuance in his 
avpointment. 

93. No order of dismissal, of removal, of reduction, of suspension, not being ono 
pending inquiry, or withholding increments or promotion including stoppage at an 
efficiency bar shall be passed on an employee of the Graimn Panchayat unless he has 
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been informed in writing of the grounds on which it is proposed to take action and 
has been afforded un adequato opportunity of defending himsclf. ‘The grounds on 
which it is proposed to take action shall be reduced to the form of definite charge or 
charges which shall be comnumicated to the person charged together with a statc-. 
ment of allegations on which cach charge is based and of any other circumstances 
which it is proposed to take into consideration in passing orders on ithe caso. He 
shall be required within a roasonable time to put in nw written statement of his 
defence and to state wheuher be desires to be heard in person. If he so rlesires or if 
the authority concerned so directs, an oral inquiry shall he held : 


Provided that this rule shall not apply where the person concerned has absconded 
or where it is for other reasons impracticable to communicate with him. 


94. Tne Gramu Panchayat may suspend any member of the staff of the 
Panchayat pending inquiry into his conduct provided that the period of snspension 
shall nos exceed three months in the aggregate. During the period of his suspension 
such employee shall be paid a subsistence allowance, the amount of which shalt rot 
excecd half of his pay. 


95. The Grama Panchayat may delcgate to the Sarpanch its powers to 
suspend or otherwise punish or take any other disciplinary action against any 
employeo. The ordor of the Sarpanch shall be appealable to the Grama Panchayat 
within fiftcen days of the date of sorvice of tho order on the person concerned. 


_ 96. An appeal shall lie to the Registrar of Co-operative Socicties against the 
orders of the Grama Panchayat awarding punishment mentioned in rule 93 within 
fiftccn days from the cate of service-of the order on such person. 


97. The Sarpanch or the Grama Panchayat shail not cancel or modify any order 
af punishment passed by them without the previous sanction of tho Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies. 


98. Security shall be taken from such staff of the Gramn Panchavat ns leat with 
valuables and cash. 


99. ‘The Grama Panchayat may demand such security as it may consider 
necessary from the Secretary or other employees of the Grama Panchayats. But 
the amount of security so demanded shall not excced the amount of cash and the 
inoney value of valuables handled or likely to be handled by such officer or servant 


100. The security taken shall be (1) in cash or (2) in Post Office Savings Bank 
Deposits or (3) in Government Promissory Notes, or (4) in National Savings 
Certificates. 

101. In exceptional causes where bhe servant is not able to tender security cither 
in lump sum or any other of the kind specified in rule 100, tho security due shall be 
obtained from him in instalments by deduction at 10 per co it of the salary or such 
sum as would make up the gccurity in three years whichever is greatocr : 

Provided that until full amount of socurity required in cash has neen recovered, 
perscnal securities shall be obtained for not less than double the amount of s:curity 
required in cash of persons who are solvent to the satisfaction of the Sarpanch ; 
or security in immovable property for not less than double the amount of security 
required in cash shall be taken. In tho lattor case the Sarpanch shall satisfy himsolf 
that the property gccepted as security is free from all enourabrances and thot the 
servant tendering it has absolute title to it. 


Provident Fund Rules 


102. If the system of Provident Fund is adopted by a Grama Panchayat, it shall 
follow the Model Rules for the management of Provident Funds framed for the 
guidance of District Boards subject to such modifications ns may be made by the 


Provincial Covernment. 
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MANAGEMENT OF INSTITUTIONG 


103. A Grama Panchayat shall not undertake to manage an; propert; of a 
. person or take up management of an institution or execution or maintenance of any 
work or performance of any duty without the previous sanction of the Rogistrar of 
Co-operative Sooieties and if the property and the institution concerned ar: encume 
kered or involved in litigation. Such undertakings should be by means of a written 
instrument. 


104. No work or duty shall be undertaken by a Grama Panchayat if the super- 
vision of that work or duty is likely to be detrimental to the day to day administra - 
tion of the Grame Panohayat. 


105. No funds of the Grama Panchayat shall be utilised for the management of 
the property and the institution or for maintenance of any work or performance of 
any duty without the previous sanction of the Registrar of Co-operative Sovietics. 
Funds so spent shall be reoovered from the income of the property or institution. 


106. A Grama Panchayat may accept management of any proporty nr institution 
relating exolusively to the furtherance of any purposes to which its funds may be 
applied. 


CONTRACT FOR COLLECTION OF TAXES AND OTHER DUES OF GOVERNMENT 
OR PROPRIETOR 


107. A Grama Panchayat may with the prior sanction of the Registrar of Co- 
operative Societics enter into a oontract with the Provincial Govornment or any 
Proprietor or land-holder to collect any olasscs of taxes or rents subject to the 
condition that the Provincial Government or the Proprietor as the case may be, agree 
40 allow a commission of not less than 15 per cent. The commission shall be credited 
{0 the Grama Fund. 


108. Any Officer of the Provincial Government or the Proprietor deputed by 
them may have aocess to these records and accounts for purposes of inspection. 


109. Separate accounts shall be maintained for collection of Government taxes 
and the Proprietor’s rents. 


SANITARY RULES 
Removal of rubbish and filth 


110. Every Grama Punohayat may make adequaty arrangemoants for— 


(a) regular sweeping and cieansing of the streets and removal of sweeping: 
therefrom ; 


(Bb) daily removal of filth and carcasses of animals ftom private premises ; 


(c) the daily removal of rubbish from dust-bins in private premises : and with 
his object it shall provide— 


(1) depots for deposit of filth and rubbish and ocarcasscs of the animals, 


(2) covered vehicles or vessels for the removal of filth, 


\ 


(3) vehicles or other suitable means for the removal of the carcasses of largo 
animals and rubbish, 


(4) dust-bins for the temporary deposit of rubbish, 
(5) trenching ground for the deposit of nightsoil, and 
{6) an establishment for carrying out the above purposes. 
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111. No porson shall, aftes du: p-ovision ha: been made under rule 110— 


(a) doposit the carcnsses of animals, rubbish or filth in any stroet or on tho 


verandah of any building or on any unoccupied ground along side uny street or on 
the bank of the water courso or tank ; ” 


f (6) doposit filth, carcusses of ani nals in any dust bin or in any vehicle not 
in tendod for the removal of the same ; or 


(c) doposit rubbish in any vehicle or vessel intendod for the romoval of filth 
save for the purposss of disinfecting the filth. 


112. Where no establishment is employed by & Grama Punobaysut, the Gram: 
Panchayat may by: written notice require the owner or occupier of the lan in the 
local area to cleanse such land to tho satisfaction of the Grama Panchayat within a 
resonable period to be speoified ia the notico. 


113. Within such local limits as may be fixed by the Grama Panchayat at a 
imoetting no place shall be used without a& written permission granted by the Crrama 
Panchsyat after such loesl enquiry as may be deemed necessary which shall be 
renewable annually, for the curing, tanning and dying of skins. ‘The perinission 
mentioned above may be given only when the Grama Panchayat has reason to 
believe that the business would not bo offensive or dangerous to the persons 
residing in the immediate neighbourhood. 


Drainage 
114. If it appears necessary in order to improve tho drainage of thw locality or 
auy part thereof, the Grame Panchayat may— 
(1) cause private drains to be constructed, altered or removed ; andl 


(2) require by notice the owner or ocoupicr of any land or building to construct 
private drains therefor or to alter or removo private drains thereof. 


Water-supply 


115. (1) The Grama Panchayat shall provide tho local area or any part thereof 
vith a supply of water, proper and sufficient for domestic purposes and for suoh 
purposes may— 


(a) construot, repair and maintain tanks or wells and cloar out streains of 
water-course ; 


(8) with the consent of the owner thereof utilise, cleanse or repair any tank, 
well, stream or water-course within the logal area or provide facilities for obtaining 
water thoerofrom ; or 

(c) do any other act necessary for carrying out the purpose of this rule. 

(2) The Grama Panchayat may by order published at such places as it may 
think fit, set apart for the supply of water to the public for domestic purposes any 
tenk, woll, stream or water-course. 

. (3) The Grama Panchayat may, by order, published at such places as it may 
think fit, prohibit bathing, washing of clothes and animals or other acts calculated to 
pollute tho water of any tank, well, stream or water-course, set apart for domestic 
purposes under sub-rule (2). 


Buildings 


116. (1) The Grama Panchayat may after preparing & model plan for the village 
which has been approved by tho District Health Officer by written order— 


(a) direct that no building, wall or platform shall be erected or re-ereoted or 
added to in advanoo of an alignment to be prescribed by Granin Panchayat and 
‘demareated on the ground or in conflict with the model plan ; and 
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4) prescribe the space which shall intervene between any now or enlarged 
building and the building next adjac:nt and beiween any now enlarged building and 
a road in tho village. 

(2) Whero any building, wall or platform has been crected in contravention of 
an order passed under snb-rule {l), the Grama Puanebayast muy inake an order 
directing that the work dons or so muoeh of the same as has besn exocuted in 
contravention of the order passed under snb-rule (1) shnll be demolished by the 
owner of the building, wall or platform or tht it shall be altered by him to the 
satisfaction of the Grama Panchayat within such time as may be fixcl. 


(3) Any breach of this rule shall be punishable as provided in section 101 of 

the Act. 
Water Hyacinth 

4117. The Grama Panchivat may and when required by the residents of the 
logal area shall undertake discovery, removal and destruction of watcr hyacinth 
prickly pesr or any other agricultural pests on nny Jand, premises or water as well 
as con-truction of fences and barriers to check its movement and may recover its 
cost from the residents of the locality concerned unless the local residents arrange 
for freo labour for the purpose. 


FINANCE RULES 
Budget 
118. The budget estimate of the Grama Panchayat shall be prepared in form 1. 


119. The working balance to be provided for in the Ludget shall not be less 
than 4 per cent of the estimated receipts of the year excluding the income from 
endowments and grants. 


120. The budget shall talkc effect from the dato of upproval by the Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies. 


Assessment of Panchayat tax 


121. (1) After determining by a resolution to impose a tax upon the owner of 
immovable property and occupier of any buil:ling according to the circumstances 
and property of such owner and Occupier, the Grama Panchayat shall cause to be 
prepared an assessment list in Form IL of all owners and occupiers of buildings or 
lands within the local area. 


(2) The list shall contain the names of all porsons liable to taxation even though 
they are subsequently exempted from assessment. 


(3) The names entered in the list shall bear one serial number for the whole aren 
and the names of a}l assessces of one village shall be entered together. 

(4) The Graina Panchavat at a meeting shall check the estimates of income as 
inserted in column 4 and shall then proceed to assess the tax and make the necessary 
entry in column 6. 

(56) In making the assessment the wealthier men should be assessed to the full 
limit of their capacity, then ths less wealthy and so in gradation down to the poor 
who should be exempted altogether. : 

(6) All assessment should be as far as possible, in multiples of two annas 80 as 
to facilitate accounts and collections. 

(7) The assessment list shall then be signed by all members of the Grama 
Panchayat present at the meeting. 


$122. The ascessment list propared under the preceding rule shall be published 
at least fifteen days before the beginning of the year to which it refers or in tho case 
of the first assessment at least fifteen days before the date with effect from which 
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the tux will be imposed and the Grmna Panchayat shall cause a copy of thu entries 
¢ elating to each villugo in tho lJooal area to be published in a conspionous place in 
the village and if possible, sh sll causo the cntrics to be read out in the village. 

123. (1) At tho time of the publication of the list under rule 122 tho Cirama 
Panchayat shall cause to ho proclaimed the date on which and the place at which ° 
& m-cting will be held for disposing of objectiorg. Such date shall not he less than 
fifteen days from the dave of the publication of tho list. 

(2) Any person objecting to the amount at which he has been nssess d shall 
presont an objection in writing to the Sarpaunch on or before the date fixed for 
hearing objections under clause (1) of this rule, or shall appear personally before the 

rama Panchayat and state his objections on the said date. 

(3) On the date fixed under clanse (1) of this rule or any subsequent duto to 
which the meeting may be adjourned, tie Crama Panchayat at a meeting shall hear 
and determine all objections that have bocn filed. A record shall be kept of all 
objectivuns filed and of all orders passed thereon in the minuto book of the Grama 
Panchayat. 

(4) No objection tiled cither orally oc in writing after the date fixed under 
clause (1) of this rule shall be received unless good cwuise in shown tn the sabtisfac- 
tion of the Grama Panchayat for extonding the time allowed. 


Modifications 6? assessment 


124. All modifications of assessment made by the Grama Punchayaut when 
(lisposing of objections shall be entered in the assessment list and signed by tho 
Sarpanch. ‘Fhe assessment list as finally approved by the Grama Panchayat shall 
bc kept in the custody of the Sarpanch and shall not be used for the purpose of 
making collections. 


Revision of assessment 


125. A general revision of assessment shall he made by the Grama Panchayat 
once cvery threc years. 

Alteration of assessment list 

126. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding rules, the Grama 
Panchayat at a mocoting may at any timo alter or amend the assessment list in any 
Sf the following ways :— 

(«) by entering the name of any person which has been umitted by 
oversight or fraud or whose liability to assessment has accrued since ihe general 
revision of the list ; 

(8) by enhancing the assessment of any person which may appear to it to be 
inadequate and to have been so made by mistake or fraud ; and 

(c) by substituting for any name mentioned in thw assessment list tho name 
of any new owner or occupicr of any building or land ; 

(2) No new assessment and no enhancoment shall come into effect unless the 
assessee has been given previous notice and unless any objection filed by him 
within a weok of the receipt of the notice has been disposed of by the Grama 
Panchayat. 

(3) Any assessment or enhancomont of asscssinont made under this rule shall 
take effuot, subjeot to the provision of clause (2), from the beginning of tho half-vear 
in which such assessment is made. 


Licence fees, etc. 


127. (1) Tho Grama Panchayat may imposc under clause (@) of sub-section (2) 
of seotion «4 of the Act, liconce fees on brokers, commission agents, weighmen and 
measurers practising their calling, subject to a minimum of Ke. 1 and maximum of 


R sg. 5 a year. 
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{2) ‘The Grama Panchayat may impose under olauses (4), (e), (d) and (s) of 
sub-seation (2) of section 44 of ‘the Aot, tolls, rents and feos subjoct to a minimum of 
three pies and maximum of one anna per rupee of the valuc of tho goods sold. ¢ 


(3) The Grams Pachayat may impose un lor olausos (/) and (A) of sub-se¢tion (2) 
of geotion 44 of the Act a fee of 4 annas per animal slaughtered in the slaughter 
housos, private or public. 


(4) The Grama Panshayat may under clause (g) of sub-section (2) of section 44 
of the Act imposes a latrino or conservancy tax annually subject toa minimum of 
6‡ per cent and a maximum of 12‡ por cent of the Panchayat tax. 


(5) The Grama Panchayat may under clause (A) of sub-section (2) of scction 44 
of the Act impose for the use of Serais, Dharmasalas and rest sheds a daily fce subject 
to the minimum of one anna and maximum of four annas for cach person occupying. 


(6) Wator rate for irrigation where water is supplied by Grama Panchayat will 
be regulated by existing Government rates in the district subject to the approval of 
the rates by thc Collector. 


(7) The Grama Panchayat may under clause (7) of sub-section (2) of section 44 
of the Act impose an annual fee on owner of vehicles at tho following rates :—

(8) The Grama Panchayat may under clause (£) of sub-section (2) of section 44 
of the Act impose a lighting rate subject to & minimum of 6} per cent and maximum 
of 124} per cent of the Panchayat tax.

(9) The Grama Panchayat may, under clause (1) of sub-section (2) of seotion 44 of 
the Aat impose a drainage fee subject to a minimum of 3 1/8 per cent and maximum 
of 6 1/4 per cent of the Panchayat tax. 


COLLECTION OF TAXES, FEES, TOLLS, RENTS, ETc. 
Appointment of Tax Collectors 


128. The Grama Panchayat shall appoint one or more persons as Tax Collectors 
to collect the Panchayat tax, latrine or conservancy tax, fees, tolls, rents and rates 
levied under section 44 of the Act. 


Tax payable in advance 


129. The Panchayat tax, the latrine or conservancy tax, the lighting rate, the 
drainage fee and the water rate shall be payble gn advance in half-yearly or quarterly 
instalments as the Grama Panchayat may decide and every such instalment shall be 
d comcd to be div on the first day of the half year or quarter, as the case may be, in 
respect of whioh it is payablo. 


Payment of insta!ment to he made within fifteen days 


130. Every person liable to pay any sum assessed upon him shall within fifteen 
days efter the day upon which such instalment becomes doe, pay or tender such 
instalment to the Tax Collector. The Tax Collector sball grant a receipt in Form IIl 
for all payments made to him and shall at the time of granting the receipt make an 
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entry in the Dui'y Collection Kogister (Form IV}. A demand and Collection itegister 
shall he maintaincd in Form V. 


Publication of list of defaulters 


131. Immoeodiately'’after the fifteenth day of cach half year or quarter, as the ease 
nay be, the Tax Collector shall prepare a list of the persons who have fuiled to pay 
tlieir respective instalments of the Panchayat tax, latrine or couservancy tax, 
lighting rato, drainage fce and water rate for such period showing the amount due 
from cach of such defaulters and shall case the list to be pnblished in a conspicuous 
part of the local area in which the defanlters reside. 


Issue of distress warrant 


132. (1) After the publiontion of the list prescribed in rule 131, the Seeretary shall 
cause a notice of demand in Form VI served upon the defaunlter and if such payment 
is not mado within fourteen days from thu date of the service of the notice of demand, 
shall issue a distress warrant (Form VII) authorizing any person as may be 
named thercin to levy by distraint and sale of a sufficient portion of the movable 
property of the defaulter, except ploughs, seed grain, plough cattle and such cattly as 
may bo necessary to enable the defaulter to earn his livelihood, tools and implem :nts 
of trade and agriculture and articles required for worship or prayer, the necessary 
wearing apparel and bedding of the defaulter, his wife aud children, and his neces- 
sary cooking utensils and books of accounts, the amount of his arrears tosether with 
a warrant fee of two annas for each warraut and a distr:iint fee according to the 
scale prescribed in sub-rule (2) of this rule. 


(2) For every destraint w feo shall bs charged on the following scale :—

Manner of executing distress 


133. The person authorised by a distress winrrant under rule 132 shall unless the 
amount is paid at once seizo such morable property of the defaulter as he shall deem 
sufficient and shall make inventory of all property so seized and shall at the samc time 
deliver a copy thereof to tho defaulter and give notice by beat of drum of tho time 
and placu when such property will be sold, provided that the time of sale shall not be 
less than two days nor more than five days from the time of the proclamsution thereof 


Sale of Property 


134. (1) All property seized under rule 1383 shall be kept in the custody of 
the Secretary or such person authorised by him. 


(2) If the defaulter docs not within the tiine announced dy beat of clrum 
under rule 133 pay the amount of the arrears and of the warrant and dist. 
taint fec due from him, the movable property detained or such portion of it as 
may bo necessary shall be sold by public auction at the time and place speci- 
fied and the proceeds shall bo applied in discharge of the arrears, fees and 
charges incurred in conneciion with the detontion and the salo of the property 


so distraized. The Secretary shall be present at every sale held ander this rule. 
H 
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Grant of Receipt 


135. ‘Tha person nnthorised to levy the tax by distraint and sale, shall after 
the sale, grant the defaulter a receipt in the usual form and shall return to 
th) person in possession of the movabli property at tho ,time of the seizure, 
any property no: sold and the surplus sale-proceods, if any. 


Tf the person in possession of th+ movable property at the time of the 
seizurc refuses to uccept tie sarplus sals-proc:eds it may be cre lite 1 to Gh ~ 
Grama Fund and muy be rofunded to theo owner aftr prop:r investbigwion if 
he prosenis his claim within one ycar from the date of deposit. ୫ 


Distress Warrant Register 


136. A registor of distress warrants issued and disposed of shall bo muiu- 
tained in Form Vil by each Grama Panchayat. 


Objection to Distress 


137. If any persn whose name has been entered in the list of dofaultors 
dispates his livbility to pay the amount mentioned in the list or any portion 
thercof, he may apply to the Grama Panchniyat eithor orally or in wriiing, 
stating the goun is of his objection. Tns Grama Panchayat at a- mcoting shall 
consider the objuctio. and pass such order thereon as it may deem proper. 


Remission of Tax 


138. The ‘ram. Panchayat at a meting miy subject to tha conirmuvbion 
of the Registrar of Co-operative Societies re:nit any amount which bas been found 
to he irrecoverabio. I 


Custody of Grama Fund 


139. The Gramma Fund sh ill be depn»sitol in the name of the Grama Ps ichayat 
in the Suivingss Bank of tie near-st Post-o fica and if there is & treagiry or 
snb-tr:asury ne:r-r thai a Post-pffic:, the Gra na Pienchay it shall open a personal 
ledger a:count with the treasury anil the Grama Fuad s:all by de ,osited in it. 
At no tine the cash balan:e in the custoly of the :arpanch shill excecd the 
sum fixed by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies. ' 


Cash Book 


140. (1) The reosipts and payments of the (rama Panchuyat shall be extered in 
a cash bo ‘k in Form IX on the sam3 ‘lay on whica mosey is remitted or paid. 
An abstract register shall bs m rintained in to-m X. 


{2) Cheques reccived frim the District Board i1 payment of contributions 
from th: D strict Fund s.all not b+ mntcred in the casi book but in registor of 
cheques in Korin X until they have beet realised in cash. 


(3) In the case of Grama Pan:haivat having an account with the frea:ury or 
sub-treasury -1ll re:eipts s.all bo promptly entered in the cash book aid shill be 
promp:ly remitted to the treasury or sub-troasury and payments shall be ent.:r:d in 
the cash book as soon as cheques have been signed by tae Surpinch. In tiis case 
cl equo: in payment ot contributions from district fund shall be credited to the 
Gram > Fund by per contra-debit to that fund and shall be included in the casa book 
when the amount is credited in the pass book. 


Payment of Collections to Secretary 


141. The Tax Collector shall bring the register of daily collections and tho coun- 
terfoil receipts with all sums collected by him daily to the Secretary. Tne Secretary 
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shall examine and oheck the ocolleotion registers and the coudcterfoil receipts, shall 
receive the su ns collect d for credit to the Grama Fund; shall sis tho daily collection 
register in token of recvipt an i shall als) make an entry of tic amount r:ce:ved in 
the cash book. 


Payment of Claims 


142. (1) Every bill or oth ir claim for pavm2nt from tin Grams Fund 3hall show 
full details of the charye, sh «tl be sign ~1 by the person to whom tho money is due 
and shall except in the case of aivance un:ler rnlo Lt heur a cortifiewt- that the 
work billed for «as heer motually con slot :d. In all casns it shall be si‘ned by & 


mem ser of the Grama Panchayat authorisod by it to do su on its behalf in cach 
caso. 


(2) At the time of making paivment in cash or of issuing a cheque t 0 
Sarpx ich shall take & roreipt st;mned, if nccessary, from the payee and cudorse the 
bill with the words ¢ Paid Rs._ (Rt upces EOCENE 
only in cash/by «cheque? the amount boeing written in words as well as in figures. 
‘Tho endorsement shall be dated an: signed by tho S rpnoh, shall voar tho numb :r 
of ibe vo cher ns in the cash hook. If the p yee is illiterate, the payment shall be 
attested by & competent wicness in addivion to tue paying officer. 


Demand Register for Fees, Tolls, Rens, etc. 


143. For all demands othor than those on ncgount of Panchnvat tax, lutrine or 
conservaney tax, lizhting rate, drainage fee and water rate a register in Form No. XII 
shall be kept and for all sums received by the Grama Panchay :.t on this account 
& receipt in Form XIII, duly signed by the Secretary shall be grauted to the 
payee. 


Advances 


144. Advances may be paid with the sinction of the Grama Panchayat to 
contractor by an agre:ment in writiag. No fresh advance shall be paid until the 
previous advance is adjusted. 


Accoun: of Advances 


145. As soon as an advance is paid under rule 144 the Sarpanch shall enter it in 
the Advance Register in Form XIV. When advancos are recovered eitner in 
cash or by work-bills, necessary entries shall be made in this register. 


Annual Accounts 


146, As soon as possible after the close of the year the annnal account of the 
Grama Panchayat showing the total receipts and payments during the year under the 
several jiieads of account with op ming and closing balances siuall be prepared in a 
form sinilar to th; budget estimate (Form I). This account shall be submitted 
to the Gra na Panciayat at the mecting and shall be submitted to the Grama Ssbha 
after aot ial counting of the closing balance and comparison with the t:0usury ol 
savings bank pass book. 


Stock Account of Receipt Forms. 


147. A stock nccount of recvipt forms sha!l be kept in Form XV, in which 
all recoecipts and issues shall’ bs posted. Issues for the purpose of destructioa shal 
also b- reo irded in this resister. If any ontire book of unused forms is returned, 
it shall bz entered in the stock register as w receipt. 


148. A stock register of tools and plants shatl be maintained in Form XV. 
A!l unservicenble tools and plants shall be disposed of with the sanction of the 
Sirpanch. 
Local cess, Land cess and Additional cess 


149. The District Collector shall be rosponsiblo for the assessment and coilecti‘n 
of local cess, land cess und additional cess, He shall cause t. bo paid te She Yoama 
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Panohayat concerned 1/3rd(d of the net proceeds of the looa! cess, land cess aud nddi- 
tional oess collected by him from the areca of the Grama Panchayat. Net proreods aro 
proceeils of the cess realised after defraying expanses. The Collector shall annually 
at such times as the Provincial Government may by general or spe“ial order direot, 
render to the Grama Panchayat concerned an estimate of the probable gross ‘receipts 
and charges of collection of the cess to be collected by him. 


Transfer cf Property 


150. No immovable property vested in a Grama Panchayat shall excepts with 
the previous approval of the Registrar of Co-operative Societies and in such manner 
and on such terms and conditions as he may approve, bo transfered by the Grama 
Panchayat by way of salc, mortgage, charge or exchange or otherwise than by way 
of leaso without a preinium. 


151. A lense of immovable property vested in ¥ Grama Panchayat mav be made 
by the Grama Panchayat without a premium on the following conditions :— 


(1) that a reasonable annual rent be reserved and made payable during the 
whole of the term of the lease ; and 


(2) thot the lease or ayreement for the lease be not made for any term 
without the previous sanct.on of the Grama Sabha at a mecting or for any term 
exceeding ; years and not exceeding 10 ycars without the previous npproval of the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies or for any tcrm exceeding 10 years without the 
previous approval of the Provincial Government. 


152. Any movable property vested in a Grama Panchayat may be transferred 
by it in any way and on any terms which the Grama Panchayat may by a resolution 
at a meeting determine to be expedient and reasonable. 


153. Grant of pctty leases such as right to collect fruits of road-side tress 
fishery leases, etc., requires the sanction of the Grama Panchayat, 


154. Evory transfer of immovable property vested in a Grama Panchayat shall 
be made by instrument under the common seal, signed by the Sarpanch and wo of 
the members of the Grama Panchayat and where these rules require the previous 
apprdyol of the Registrar of Co-operative Societies, the fact that the transfer is 
signed with such approval shall be distinctly expressed. 


MAINTENANCE OF SCHOOLS, READING ROOMS, LIBRARIES AND 
DISPENSARIES 


Primary Schools 


155. The establishment, maintenance and management of primary schools and 
construction and repair of buildings thereof shall b: governed mutatis mutandis 
by tho relevant articles of the Bihar and Orissa Education Code so far as they relate 
io primary education in the districts of Cuttack, Balasore, Puri and Sambalpur an 
by the Madras Elementary Education Act, 1920, as amended by the Madras Elemen- 
tary Education (Orissa Amendment) Act, 1947 and the rules thereunder in the 
districts of Ganjam and Koraput. 


156. The firama Panchayat may establish junior basic schools subject to tke 
approval and control of the Board of Basic Education. 


157. A Grama Panchayat may establish and maintain a library or reading room 
in its area and raise funds for the same by donations from the public and may also 
make contributions from its oivn funds. 


158. The library or reading room may be attached to «w primary school and 
may be placed in dirvct charge of the Headmaster of the Sohool who may be paid # 
suitable monthly allowance for performing the duties in that connection beyond 
school hour:. 
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159. The reading room or the library may also get annual grants from Govern 
ment for equipment especially books. Tho Grama Panchayat shall provide the 
building, furniture and staff required for tho library. 


160. ‘Ihe members of the Grama Panchayat and its Seorvtury shall inspoot and 
superinten:! tho schools, Jibrary or reading room now and thun to ensure thcir proper 
working. 

161. The library or reading room shall be open to the public and accessible to 
all communities. 


_ 162. ‘iho indents for books to be purchased shall reccive the approval of the 
District Inspector of Schools or the Deputy Inspector of Schools as the case may be. 


103. Lach library or reading room shall maintain a« register of members and a 
register of books and these records shall he available for inspection when Inspecting 
Officers visit. 


Dispensaries 


164. A Grama Panchayat may maintain an allopathic, Ayurvedic, Homoeopathic 
or Unani dispensary spearately or provide for all the systems of treatment in the 
same building. 


165. The Grama Panchayat shall provide accommodation for the dispensarv and 
shall also attend to annual repairs and maintenance of such buildings. 


166. The Grama Panchayat will supply the required medicines. People whose 
monthly income is below Rs. 100 a year, shall be entitlod to get free supply of 
medicine. The Panchayat shall maintain a list of persons at the dispensary who 
shall not be allowed free supply of medicines. A fce of 6 pies shall bu collected by 
the Medical tfficer-in-charge of the dlispensary from the persons who are mot 
entitled to free supply of medicine. The fund thus collected shall be utilised for 
improving the dispensary. The employeos of the Graina Panchayat shall be entitled 
to medicine in vhs dispensary freo of cost. 


167. ‘The members of the Grama Panchayat and its Secretary, shall inspect and 
superintend the dispensaries maintaincd by tho Panchayat and suggest ways and 
means for their improvement. 

168. When a school, dispensary ‘or a hospital in thc present Panchayat or Union 
Board Areu, is transfurred to a Grama Panchayat, the District Board shall continue 
to give the grant from the District Fund for the maintenance of that institution by 
the Grama Panchayat. With the consent of the District Board, a Grama Panchayat 
may establish new schcols, dispensaries and hospitals and the District Board shall 
pay at least half of the recurring and non-recurring expenditure of a school, dispen- 
sary or w hospital and the remaining half shall be met from the funds of the Grama 
Panchayat. The Provincial Government may at its discretion vive recurring and 
non-reeurring grants to a Grama Panchayat for such purposes.

169. The District Magistrate shall so divide the district into circles that po

188, Every summons an notice issued by an Adalti‘ Panchayat shall be in 
duplicate and in the pre:oribed form. It shall specify the time, date and place at 
which the person is required t0 attend and whether his attendance is required as 
an accused in a Criminal court or defendant in a suit or a judgment-debtor in an 
execution petition or as witness in a’ suit or caso: and - whether for the purpose of 
giving evidence or to produc; a document. If any particular document is to be 
produced it shall be described in the summons or notice with reasonuble accuracy. 


189. If a person on whom summons or notice is to be served resides yithin the 
jurisdiction of the Adalti Panchayat the summons or notice shall be served by & 
Chowkidar. The service shall be effected by delivery to the person concerned 1whosc 
signature or thumb impression shall be taken on the duplicate.

222. Any bye-law or cancellation or alteration of « bye-law made by a District 
Board relating to the area of a Grama Sabhs shall bo draft published in Oriya in & 
conspicuous place in the local area as decided by the Grama Panchayat and a public 
proclamation shall be made throughout tho area by beat of drum that such copy has 
heen so posted up and that the original is open to inspection at the office of the 
Grama Panchayat. After the suggestions and objections to tht bys-luw framed by 
a District Bonrd arc considered the bye-law shal! be forwarded io the Provincial 
Governmonut for confirmation. The bye-laws shall be finally published in the Gazoetto., 


223. I'he bye-laws framed by the Grama Panchayat shall be draft published 
similarly subject to confirmation by the District Board. These bye-lasws shall also be 
finally publisherl in the Gazette after confirmation by the District Poard. 


Printing of Forms 


224, All the prescribed registers and forms to be maintained by Grama Pancha- 
yat and Adalati Panchayat shall be p inted by the Superintendent of the Covernmont 
Press on the authority of the Registrar of Co-operative Socicties who shall bo the 
indenting officer for forms and registors under the Act. 


Preparation and sanction of work. estimates 


225. The District Board Engineering staff shall prepare the e-timates, plans 
desizns and specifications for the works of the Grama Panclayat. On receipt of an 
application by the Grama Panchayat to the District Board, the District Board 
Engincer shall propare plans and cstimates through his Assistant Ingineer or 
Overseer concerned and forward them to the Grama Panchayat within two months 
from date of receipt of application.

Grama Sevaks 


227. A Grama Panchayat shall subject to the previous sanction of the Provincial 
Government and after consulting the Grama Sabha maintain 2 body of Grama Sevaks 
on purely bonorary bhusis. 


228. The strength of the body of trama Soevaks will depond upon the population 
of tho village cr group of villages constituting the Grama Sabha. All persons above 
the age of 15 years shall be eligible to he enrolled as Grama: Scevaks. 


229. Tho functions of the Grama Sevak shall bo— 
(L) to perform the duties of watch and ward in the villags ; 


(2) to assist -the Grama Panchayat in matters relating to public Health 
collection of statistics such as cattle censns, population census, ot0.; ' 
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(3, to assist the Grama Panchayat in tho matter of relief against fnmine, flood, 
fire and other natural calamtics ; and 


(4) to assist the Grama Panchayat in organising and regulating Molas, markots 
and Hats or to perform any other dutios, to discharge any other functions which 
may be imposed on or assigned to it by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies or the 
Provincial Government. 


230. Provision shall be made in the budget of the Grama Panchayat to give 
rewards to the desorving memhors of the Grama Scvaks in cash or kind or any other 
bs fitbiiig manner for courageous acts performed in discharge of their duties. 


Compulsory labour 


231. As soon as & Gramma Panchayat is e~tablished a list of all able-hodied persons 
betwven the ages of eightoen and fifty ordinarily residing within the local arc 
sliall be prepared. 


Bxplanation—The expression ¢ Able-bodied porsons’ means healthy perions of 
hoth sexos. 


232. All persons who are blind, lame or dissased or othorwise deformed so as tc 
be incapocinted for work shall be exempted from compulsory labour. 


233. Whon tlhe Grama Panchayat intends .to construct or repair roads or to 
cleanse the watcrways or water sources, compulsory labour may he resorted to under 
soction 45 of the Act. 


234. Noticy requiring the able-bodied, persons to porform labour at a particular 
date and placo shall be given by beat of drum in the Jocal area giving at least throe 
clear days timo. 


235. Attondance shall be taken by & member of the Grama Panchayat who is 
in charge of the work. 


236. Abscntees shall he required to doposit the labour charges for the days 
they are absent at the Panchayat Office. 


237. If the labour rates as fixed are not paid within 15 days from the date 
of notice the (rama Panchayat shall tale stops to realiso the ducs as an. arrear of 
tax from the dcefanlter. 


238. Any dispute regarding the working of these rules shall he decided by the 
Gramn Sabha at its general mecting whose decision shall be final. 


Annual Report of Administration 


239. A Grama Panchayat shall submit an annual administration report on the 
workinz of the Grama Panchayat and the Adalti Panchayat during & financial year 
by the 15th of May of the following yoar. y 


This report shall be in three parts, viz.—Part I—Village police, Part I1—General 
villago administration ; Part IiI—Adalti Panchayat. Each part shall contain & 
brief account on the following points :— 

Port I—General remarks, duties, appointments, punishments, payment of 

salaries ; etc. ) 

Part‘ I1—Goneral remarks, assessment and collection of taxes, other reocipts 

and expenditure ; etc. | 

Part I{I—Comments on ststistics and on delays of disposal of cases and 

other matters of interest or importance, etc. 


249. The administration report shall be .submitted by Grama Panobayat to the 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies through tho District Board and the District 
Magistratc. Tho Registrar of Co-operative Societies shall submit a consoliduted 
report to tho Provincial Government by tho end of September cach year. 
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Channel of Correspondence 


241, Correspondence, if any, of the Grama ‘Panchayat and che Adalti 
Panchayat with tho Provincial Government shall be mado through tho Registrar 
- of Co-operativo Socictics in goneral matters and through the District Magistrate 
in matters rclating to judicial work, through the Director of Public mstructions i 
Fducational matters and through the Director of Public Health and Tnspertor-General 
of Prisions in Medical and Public Hoalth matters. In other matiers the Grama 
Panchayat may correspond directly with the Registrar of Co-operative Societies or 
the District Magistrate as the case may bo. 


Inmclussion of local area in Muncipality or a notified area 


242. If on portion of a Grama Panclayat is included in & muneipality or a 
notified area, proportionate assets and liabilities of the Grama Panchayat shall bo 
fransferred to such muncipality or notified area as the case may bo, hy the District 
Magistrate whose orders shall be final. 


Power to borrow 


243, ‘The Grama Panchayat shall be entitled to borrow money from tho 
Governmen’ on conditions laid down in the Local Autherties Loans Act, i191 anand 
the rules therounder. 


Dissolution and reconstitution of Grama Panchayat 


244. When the dissolution and rec nmstitution of a Gra na Pane inyat is ordered, 
the Registrar of Co-operative Societies for tho purpuse of completing the 
election to a Grama Panchayat, may at his discretion from time to time extot 
tho time fixed for its reconstitution. 


245. Before dissolving a Grama Pinchayat the Rogistrar of Co-operative 
Societies shall communicate to tie Grama Panchayz3t concerned tho grounds on 
whic: he proposes to do so, fix a reasonablo period for the Grama Panshayat 
to show cause aginst the proposal and consider the explanations wnd oOobjuctions 
if any, of such GramagPanchayat. 


246. On issuc of an order of dissolution hy the ଉନ ar of Co-operative Socicties 
„ all the members of the Grama Panchayat including the Sar panch and Najib Barpano:n 
shall forthwith be bound to vacato their office as such and a fresh election shall be 
held in accordance with the rules under the Act. 


247. Tne term of the office of the elected' members of the reconstituted Grama 
Panchayat shall expire in such year and on such date therein as the- Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies may fix. The year so fixed shall bo a year in which the next 
ordinary election of the Grama Panchayat is due. 


248. During any interval hetween the dissolution and the reconstitution of a 
Grama Panchayat directed under clause (A) of section 98, all or any of the powers 
and duties of the Grama Panchayat and its Sarpanch and Naib Sarpanch may bo 
exeroised and discharged as far as may be and to such extent as the Registrar-of 
Co-operative Sooioties may determine, by such person or pirsons as “ho Iniy 
appomt in that hehalf and any such persou or persons so appointed shall roecgive 
payment for his services from tho Grama Fund. 


Prescribed authority 


249. (a) The District Magistrate shall be tho proscribed anthority for the purposes 
of proviso to section G6, sections 13, 57, 59(2) and 60 of the Act. 


| (0) The Rezistrar of Co- -oparativo Soc ioties shall be tho prescribod authority for 
the purposes of sections 32, 35, 38(2), 43, 48(2), 49, 101 and 105 of tho Act. 


(c) The Provincial Government shall be the prescribed authoritv for She prrnoses 
cf sections 23 and 113 of the Act.
